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MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 

NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 23rd April 1969 

G-S.R. 1034.—Whereas the Central Government considers that in the Interests 
of the safety and security of India and in the public interest it is necessary so to 
do; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section d) of 
Section 3 of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1961 (23 of 1961), the Central 
Government hereby declares the “protected area” under the Forei^ers (Protected 
Areas) Order, 1958, In the District of Lahaul and Spltl and In Himachal Pradesh 
which falls beyond the Inner line and described In the schedule annexed hereto 
to be a notified area, and for the purposes of sub-section (3) of that section, 
specifies the Ist day of May, 1969, a-s the day on and after which no persons 
other than: — 

(a) a Government servant po.sted to Lahaul and Spiti district and any 
member of his family; 

(b) a Government servant entering and staying in the said area for the 
discharge of his official duties and any member of his family; 

(c) an employee of any scheduled bank entering and staying in the said 
area for the discharge of his duties and any member of his family; 
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(d) a member of Parliament and State Legislative Assembly representing 
the said area; 

(e) a person who is governed by the provisions of the Foreigners (Pro¬ 
tected Areas) Order, 1968; and 

(f) a person specially exempted from the operation of this notification by 
the Central Government or the Himachal Pradesh Government, 

shall enter or attempt to enter the said area or be therein except In accordance 
with the terms of a permit in writing granted to him by the District Magistrate, 
Lahaul and Spltl districts, or by any of the following officers, namely:— 

(1) District Magistrates, Kinnaur and Kulu districts; 

(2) Sub-Divisional Magistrates, Pooh, Nichar, Kalpa (Kinnaur district) 
Keylong and Kaza (Lahaul and Spiti district); 

under intimation to the District Magistrate Lahaul and Spiti district, subject to 
such permit being cancelled for reasons to be recorded by the District Magistrate, 
Lahaul and Spltl- 

Explanation^!: 

“FAMILY” in relation to a Government servant or an employee means— 

(i) the wife or husband, as the case may be. of such Government servant 
or employee; and 

(ii) any other person related (whether by blood or by marriage) to such 
Government servant or employee and residing with and dependent on 
him or her, as the case may be. 

Explanation — II: 

The expression “Scheduled Bank” shall have the same meaning as assigned 
to It in clause (e) of section 2 of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
(2 of 1934). 

Schedule 

^ The area declared as “Protected Area” under the Foreigners (Protectetd Areas) 
Order, 1968, in the Lahaul and Sipiti District in the Union Territory of Himachal 
Pradesh, namely:— 

The border area falling beyond the Inner Line in Himachal Pradesh which 
runs as follows: — 

“From Shlngo La Pass along the Bars! Nala stream to Darcha (Sumdo). 
From Darcha along the Bbaga River to Bara Lacha La Pass. From the 
Bara Lacha La Pass along the Chandra River to Shiwi. From Shigri 
along the Bara Shigri stream to the Sara Umga Pass- From Sara Umga 
Pass along the Tos stream to Barshenl. From Barshenl along the 
Parbatl river to Kokshane peak.”
